Birmingham, Ala., October 1—The re- 
fusal of several miners to allow $1 taken 
from their wages for the benefit of the 
striking anthracite coal miners in Penn- 
Syivania and the compliance of the pay- 
master of the Tennessee Coal, Iren and 
Railroad Company with their wishes has 
caused a suspension of work by 1,500 
miners employed by that company. 

At a meeting of the executive commit- 
tee of the United Mine Workers for the 
district of Alabama, held here today, a 
resolution was unanmiously passed call- 
ing out all the miners of the Tennessee 
company until the controversy over the 
deduction of the $1 from the miners’ 
wages had been settled. The resolution 
Hoes not specify the date for the suspen- 
sion of work, but it is learned that the 
Pratt City division will quit work tomor- 
row. 

The trouble arose several weeks ago, 
when one of the negro miners at Pratt 
mines called at the office of the paymas- 
ter and refused to allow any amount 
taken. from his wages for the bentfit of 
the strikers in the anthracite region of 
Pennsylvania, as ordered by the national 
convention held in Indianapolis. The 
Tennessee company officials decided that 
they had no legal right to deduct any 
amount from an employee’s wages with- 
out his written consent. The officers of 
the union took exception to this ruling 
and a meeting of the executive committe: 
was called to meet in Birmingham today. 
After a lengthy discussion the resolution 
ordering a suspension of work was adopt- 
ed. Nearly all of the coal operators in 
the district with the exception of the 

fennessse Coal, Iron and Railroad Com- 
pany have agreed to deduct the amount 

rom miners’ wages specied by the union, 

Officials of the Tennessee company re- 
fuse to make any statements.

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Homber of Accidents on This 
Account Alarming, 


President Alabama Railroad Com- 
mission To Read Paper on Sub- 
ject and Suggest Remedy 
for Evil—Will Ask Leg- 
islature To Act. 


Montgomery, Ala., October 1.—(Special.) 
Hon, John V. Smith, president of the Ala- 
bama railroad commission, was asked to- 
day if the commission had been. called 
On to take action in connection with the 
recent serious accident at a grade cross- 
ing in Birmingham. He replied that it 
had not, but stated that the commission 
would likely have something to say on 
the subject later on, intimating that the 
next legislature would be asked to pro- 
vide some law on the subject of general 
application. He said that he had been 
recently giving the subject some special 
study, and had prepared a paper on that 
very theme which he will read before the 
Association of Southern Railroad Com- 
missioners at their session in Hot Springs 
On October 14, 

In this paper Mr. Smith discusses the 
alarming number of accidents that hap- 
pen at the grade crossings which are 
necessarily numerous’ throughout the 
country. He mentions one case in Ala- 
bama ‘where an old established railroad 
has, for many years, been crossing at 
grade the public roads in thirty-nine 
places in 40 miles’ distance. He igs deep- 
ly impressed with the economy to the 
railroads themselves from a change of 
the grade, aside from the protection of 
human life, and discusses the remedy un- 
der three heads. First, How to remedy 
existing crossings at grade; second, how 
to prevent such crossings in future, and, 
third, how to provide the cost. He quotes 
from the statutes of the older states of 
the east, showing how the cost is distrib- 
uted between the roads, the state and the 
municipality, the proportion varying with 
circumstances, but, in all cases, falling 
heaviest on ‘the road. in some of these 
States, the railroad commissions are giv- 
en gupervision of the subject, and pass 
on all crossings. 

At the Hot Springs convention Mr. 
Smith will propose the following resolu- 
tion: 

“Resolved, That is is the sense of the 
Southern Association of Railroad Com- 
missioners, that each state should enact 
such Jaws as will result, as tar as prac - 
ticable, in the abolition of al] grade cross- 
ings, or the adoption of such a system 
Of interlocking or other Satety devices 
where such crossings cannot be abolished, 
as may be necessary to protect persons 
— property Irom danger at such cross- 
ngs.’’

The man- 
ner of exercising this right of eminent 
domain over deposits of coal, iron, oil, 
etc., would be a question committed to 
the wisdom of state and national legis- 
latures, while the main point would be 
to so regulate the development of these 
deposits and the marketing of their 
products as to guarantee a <onstant 
supply at reasonable prices in answer 
to the demands of the people at large. 
It has been suggested by eminent 
economists that the state, or the na- 
} tion, can justly exercise the right of 
appropriation of these properties of 
the public use and reimburse the pub- 
lic treasuries for their cost by a sys- 
tem of royalties paid by those who 
contract for their. operation on terms 
fixed by the public laws. 

At any rate, the public mind is be- 
ing agitated more and more by such 
conflicts between monopoly owners of 
natural products and their working- 
men, through which the public is made 
to suffer causelessly and cruelly, and 
it may be fairly presumed that a day 
is not distant when public opinion in 
favor of the people’s right to be re- 
garded in such matters will force our 
legislators to take up this question in 
all seriousness and pursue it to a defis 
nite and satisfactory conclusion. It is 
the opinion of many that this conclu- 
sion may yet establish the principle in 
this democratic republic that any per- 
fect product of nature that is now the 
subject of a so-called natural monop- 
oly should be an inalienable public pos- 
session and its exploitation regulated 
by public laws in the public interest.

We refer to 
the bequest of the late Mr. Stratton, 
of Colorado, many times a millionaire, 
who devoted about $10,000,000 to a° 
single charity, practically his entire 
fortune. 

After disposing of his surviving rel- 
atives with rather modest donations, 
Millionare Stratton made provision 
for the erection of the greatest poor 
house in tbe world in El Paso county, 
Colorado, to be known as The Myron 
Stratton Home, in honor of the father 
of the deceased philanthropist. The 
bequest involves the purchase of a 
considerable body of land, to be uti- 
lized for the support of the inmates of 
the home, and the fund set aside for 
the maintenance of the institution will 
bring, at a low rate of interest, a 
revenue of about $500,000 a year—a 
sum ample to support several thou- 
sand of the helpless and unfortunate 
in decent comfort under such an or- 
ganized charity. £

will as “poor persons who are without 
means of support and who are princti- 
pally unable by reason of old age, 
youth, sickness or other infirmity to 
earn a livelihood and who are nut by 
reason of disease, insanity, gross in- 
decency or tmmorality unfit to asso- 
ciate with worthy ‘persons of the con- 
dition in life above named.”

“Big Bill,” Sorely Aggrieved by His 
Vefeat, Leaves the Convention 
Hall ina Vengeful State 
of Mind—Hill Domi- 
nant.

Saratoga, N. Y., October 1.—The above 
are the nominees selected today by the 
democrats of New York after a conven- 
tion so strenuous in its final hours as to 
bring almost persona! combat and yet 
terminating in such perfect harmony as 
to allow the completion of the state 
ticket with less than a hundred delegates 
out of 450 in the hall. The convention: be- 
gan in the early morning with a pre- 
pared slate of candidates. The Slate was 
not broken in any Particular, but the 
right of objection to it was given to all 
the delegates except, when in the case of 
the New York delegate it was believed 
to be an infringement of the rules under 
which the convention was acting. 

Naturally a great deal of the interest 
of the convention centered in the attitude 
it would take toward the seating of Wil- 
liam 8. Devery, former head of the police 
department of New York. who held a 
regular certificate of the election from 
the ninth district. It was not an unex- 
pected event that the convention decided 
to unseat him, and it was not also unex- 
pected that he and his followers were 
vociferous in their objections. 

So thoroughly had Mr. Devery made 
up his mind that e convention would 
have none of him that he did not attend 
the meeting of the committee on cre- 
dentials, but spent the earlier hours of 
the morning in the rear of the convention 
hall announcing his attitude. 

Devery Men Walked Out. 


When the convention dec'? to ad 
the committee by the vote of 422 > 
then Mr. Devery walked out of the cor- 
vention after being allowed to declare 
himself a good democrat, and proceeded to 
hold a mass meeting onthe steps of the 
United States hotel. He was assisted in 
this hy James Graham, of the Longshore- 
mens Association of New York. and 
Richard Butler. of the United Bridge 
Workers of New York. 

r. Graham took occasion to say: 

“Labor men have been overridden and 
insulted by different sets until they have 
risen up in arms against them. When they 
nominated Mr. Devery they placed their 
héarts and souls, their everything. the 
dignity of their homes in. and yet by the 
work of this convention they have no 
representation whatever.’’ 

Mr. Butler said: 

“Hill and.those others with him have 
put themselves up against it in a terrible 
stvle. Their styles will not be forgotten 
for many years to come. I tell you, as a 
man representing the Tnited Bridge and 
Structural Iron Workers of the United 
States and Canada, that we resent the 
these scoundrels. TI ridicule 
them and they deserve it. They called 
us thugs and scoundrels. Do we look like 
scoundrels? Are the men of the ninth as- 
sembly scoundrels and are vou men. who 
anvlauded William 8S. Devery’s name in 
the convention, scoundrels? T do not think 
so ”’ 

Then Mr. Devery started for home and 
threatened all sorts of disasters for the 
ticket, but halted long enough in his de- 
funciations of the leaders to assert that 
he was a good democrat. 


Anti-Collier Men Silenced. 


Perhaps the most dramatic situation 
during the long hours of the convention 
was the refusal to hear the opposition 
that developed to Mr. Coler from the dis- 
trict of Kings and from New York city. 
Mores Wafer, of Kings, and one other 


opposition, but the objection of various 
delegates and the attitude of the chair in 
ruling them out of order at that time 
forbade them continuing. 

But when Mr. Coler’s name had been 
placed in nomination and the nominations 
closed Mr. Nathan Strauss, of New York, 
arose and offered objections to Mr. Coler. 
He was allowed to go to the platform to 
present them and be requested, “in an 
eminently fair manner’ the privilege of 
talking.

He started to leave the platform, put- 
ting the notes from which he was reading 
fm his pocket, and when he had reached 
the steps leading to the auditorium he 
was surrounded by a number of news- 
paper men who desired his remarks. 
He was attempting to determine whom to 
give them to, when @ number of Tam- 
many delegates surrounded him, and, 
pressing him against the wall, 
took the notes from him and 
tore them up. laickily he _ had 
preserved a copy in his pocket and this 
copy he managed finally, after recovering 
hfs hat and glasses, to hand to the news- 
paper men. The Strauss incident ended 
objections to the ticket and the rest of it 
was nominated without any question or

Devery Forces Way to Platform. 

When the secretary read: 

“In the ninth district, New York, 
neither delegation is entitled to seats in 
the convention, because of the wholesale 
corruption—’ a roar of cheers and 
hisses went up and as it continued 
Devery was seen making his way to the 
platform. Vainly the chairman rapped 
for order. Vainly a band played. Down 
the aisle Devery forced his way, the 
crowd clearing the way for aim. When 
he reached the platform steps, he raised 
his hands in an‘effort to stop the pande- 
monium that reigned. A sargent-at-arms 
with his hands on the big ex-chiet's 
shoulder, tried to force him back to a 
seat, but he shook him off and started to 
speak. 

He said, amid cheers: 

‘“‘Democrats of this convention, Samuel 
J. Tilden was deprived of his right of 
franchise, .as were the people of the 
United States. We do not want that to 
occur here today. It is through the 
work of a clique of this convention that 
the people of the ninth district are about 
to be deprived of a similar rignt. Mr. 
Hill, as state leader of the state of New 
York, we ask justice from you as leader 
of the democratic party. We do. not 
come here as honest democrats to be de- 
prived of our rights.’’ 

As Devery left the platform not a dele- 
gate was in his seat and the gallery was 
in a wild state of excitement. 

A Devery delegate got to the platform 
and attempted to speak. The chair told 
him that he could not address the con- 
vention. Amidst a tremendous uproar 
he started to speak, but a. sargent-at- 
arms hustled him down tne steps. For 
| fully 10 minutes the con®ntion and spec- 
tators roared, applauded and hissed. 
Finally some semblance of order was 
obtained and then Devery presented a 
minority report. | 

Devery Barred from Convention. 
The majority report of the committee 
on credentials throwing out the ninth dis- 
trict, declared that neither the Devery 
nor the Goodwin delegates were entitled 
to seats by reason of “wholesale 
corruption pertaining to the primary 
election in said district, whereby 
it cannot be determined what delegates 
were legally elected. The majority re- 
‘port was sustained. 

Tne counties voting in whole or in 
part in favor of the seating of the Devery 
uelegates were: 

Queens 7 for, 2 againet; Soffolk 4 for, 2 
against; Wyoming ¢ tor, 1x1ates 8 for. 
All of the other counties voted for the 
majority report, declaring the seats of 
the delegates from the ninth vacant. 
When the vote had been announced, 
Devery left the hall followed by his dele- 
gates and friends. There was not much 
trouble or cheering. 

The committee on permanent organiza- 
tion made its report, naming Martin W. 
Littleton, of “Brooklyn, for permanent 
chairman. Mr. Littleton made a speech, 
|in which he criticised some of President 
Roosevelt’s recent speeches. 

At the conclusion of Mr. Littleton’s 
speech, the platform was presented. It 
calls for steadfast fidelity to American 
principles, for the lack of which it ar- 
raigns the republican party, demands the 
return to the principles of Thomas Jef- 
ferson to stop demoralization of the 
country; favors trade expansion, but ob- 
jects to this country ‘“‘apeing England in 
trying to establish a colonial govern- 
ment;’’ condemns the action of the gov- 
ernment in its treatment of the Philip- 
pines; demands justice for Cuba in the 
matter of trade by reducing the tariff 
to a strictly revenue basis; denounces the 
present state excise laws and demands 
the return of all monies received to the 
county where collected; sympathizes with 
the Jews in Roumania; favors the elec- 
tion of United States senators by di- 
rect vote, and condems the national ad- 
ministration for ‘‘trading judicial posi- 
tions for state aid.”
